As I earns back and tried to catch, up on the Watergate developments in the paper, the 
fora and content of a book kept intruding into my thoughts* As I told you, I can’t imagine 
anyone else doing the kind of book I would want to and conceive. % wife says she saw in 
some gossip column that Clark ^llenhoff is doing the Bantam special. I know Clark. You 
know this is no surprise to m, fie will write around his persooal experiences with some 
of these people. He was in the White House, lie is a first-rate reporter. He is a sincere 
conservative. He is also a bureau chief and a syndicated columnist. I suppose he cart 
suspend his column and get other staffers to do his reporting for Ms paper. If he does 
not, his book tfill not be all that fast in coming. If he does, it will not contain the 
result of much personal digging. He won’t have time. He will be able to draw upon his 
own excellent sources. Whichever way it happens, I would expect Ms book to be a rewrite 
of the newspapers, as tee newspapers reported the ongoing story, with a few additions of 
essentially inconsequearfcial details. 

”Watergate w needs a context to be a good book. I believe that with the proper 
context id will be a significant book. No conservative like Clark is about to give it 
that context nor would any be willing to consider what I believe the real one is, She 
actuality is that this is the visible and very small part of a revolution of the right. 

I have seen it coming for years and was writing about it five years ago. I then amended 
the Eisenhower phrase of " CIA4iilitary-Indus trial Complex. " 

One title that suggested itself to me while returning embodies this concepts Water- 
gate - Fascissa’s Floodgate. Maybe it isn’t good, maybe a variation would be or woula be 
better. But of all the visible manifestations of this revolution of the right - and there 
■rave been many - Watergate is quite comprehensible as an excess of the AuthoritarianisE 
that really has not been creeping, as the right has said of what It calls "socialism’'. 

Some months ago I started keeping an Authoritarianism file. Prior to that 1 had kept 
files on aspects. Particularly the attempts at changing the legal anti Constitutional 
structures. Some of it was pretty open, required no deep thought for imderetaading, and 
was completely ignored. One was Mitchell’s attempt to respite the Sixth Amendment. 

Another is Burger’s attempt to change the function of and access to the Supreme Court 
while siiaultfmeously intruding into the legislative process. (And how about the character 
of Mixon’s appointees?) fhese are act in themselves spectacular things and I would not 
intend more than passing mention. Shore axe very many. Others include iianobilizing, really 
castrating, tee Congress and i^aoring its en a ctment 3 . 

!Ms kind of reordering of society is never possible without the active aid of the 
mteliigen.ee services, all of the®, not only the CIA, which does ssosscs dominate. Sight 
now it includes and it hits for years included the Fill and for a period it included a 
massive operation, by the Array. (l was the object of improper Arsy interest and know one 
man who was part of it.) With the Arsy doing thei leg work and not limited by approbations, 
so many dossiers were collected nobody knows their number.

You and any prospective publisher should understand that despite the excellent 
reporting and sy belief that fee Washington Post really deserved fee f&litser, there 
has really been no original investigative: reporting* Virtually of what has appeared 
was leaked by those with .a vested interest in having it appear* I have been close to the 
reporting and the reporters, i know them. I could not interest Woodward and Bernstein 
of the Post in going off on their own, even oa Boat. I have no reason to believe that 
this will not change. She one indication of original approaches was during jay trip to 
Sew York, when soiae reporters asked some assassfeation nuts X know about connections 
between the characters thus far out from under the rocks and the JFK assassination,, 

There are some. As I told you, Inhave the FBI reports on Piorini (Sturgis) and Baxter’s 
associate Suarez, perhaps a dozen pages. B a rker* by the way, was '^unt’s ^ayeof Pigs 
s#cond-in-*eo£ssand. % had worked for fee Cuban police and both the FBI and CIA. I have 
many more FBI reports on their cronies, flaw’d make a provocative ap . ending if repro- 
duced in facsimile. Who who has not seen ay work has ever seen an FBI report? 

In some ways the excellent reporting has been bad reporting. The original indict© 
sent, for example, was an obvious §Mtewaah.I have it and have already analyzed it. 
Crises on which fee existing proof was overwhelxsing were not charged. With all fee 
money already established as part of the deal, only ft ,700 was mentioned. Etc. Etc. 

This was Nixon’s, prosecution of Nixon. 

X have had previous personal experiences wife many of these figures. Sean you 
know of* Off the top of the head, Mitchell, Meindienst and Itockelahsus, too. I’ve also 
beaten all in court and have independent proof of fee .protection M. all of serious 
federal crime, perjury, and of fee participation of two at least in its subornation. 

Add F a t Urey la a separate one, the case that was ruled on by the bourt of Appeals 
February 28, I won and it is against the FKE. Here X m led to believe that it would 
not be impossible for me to interview some of these people if X were to restrict my- 
self to an area in which X think they’d be anxious to talk for a book that had some 
possibility of wide attention. In a fast book the transcripts could be an appendix*

I reg;;,rd these things as attractive additions but by no means necessary and I would not 
suggest delaying a book for them. X believe the book should be written without eny effort 
at interviewing and any interviews should be appendix material felly. Aside from what is 
known (if not really wifely) and should be included as part of the entire story, X think 
I have indicated considerable and completely fresh material. There is more. While I*ve 
been writing this l remember Hunt’s proposal to assassinate the head of another £tato,

in government. I distinguish between genuine conservatives arid those who call themselves 
that and are not. When they come into power, these phoney conservatives turn out to be 
Aasriform fascists, Ifesis without gas teambers* Even an Egil Krogh (SBjil Brogue, as i a 
rogue), who is regarded by liberals as a decent and concerned man, actually threatened 
doctors, who opposed autteoritariasisa. I mean scared them so they stayed scared for years. 
I have a cousin who knows all these people personally from having held as high a position 
in the government as civil service permits. Be has just retired. 

Another free association as I ramble in my hastes Mixon is reorganising the CIA to 
make it a personal am of the President while he is President. It is called " efficiency". 
I have some personal stories about the dedicated JEkshlesinger, just moved to Defense. His 
successor is one of the original Viet ham bad guys under whom there was this torture 
of prisoners, including civilians. Throwing humans from helicopters, too. 

Speeds remember, X have been a publisher. My fourth book was 28 days from th© 
day X wrote the foreword until X bad the first 1QG bound copies in ray hand for press use.

It would be such easier 
if siiere were an expression of interest because variations are possible and one of the 
variables is tlie preferences of the publisher,
